alias Hobbs, George Weedon, Heny Hews, Joſeph Barret, 
and Richard Fones were ordered for Fxccution. 

The following Account is for Inforwation of all 
concern'd, as to their Behaviour and Confeſſions before 
or at the Time of their Death. 

Fames Sherwood, alias Holle, Cecrge TWeeden and 
Henry Hews, were indicted for Felony and Burglary, in 
breaking the Houle of William Meak, on the 11th of 
FZamuary, in the Night-time, and taking thence 12 Glou- 
cefter Cheeſes, The Fact appear'd plain upon Hobbs on- 
iy. The Jury found bim Guilty. Death, 

They were a fecond Time indicted, for breaking the 
Houſe of Daniel Ellingham in the Night-time, and ta- 
king thence ſome Brandy, Tabacco, which was prov'd 
upon Sherwood, alias Hobbs, and Il eedon, and they were 
both found Guilty. Death. 

They were a third Time indicted for breaking the 
Houſe of Elizaheth Copdale, and tiking thence Eight 

Pewter-diſhes, and Twenty Pewter-platcs, in the Night- 

time. Sherwood, alias Hobbs, Hews 5114 Teedon were 
all found Guilty ef this Burglary, Dcath. 
Fames Sherwood, Hobbs and George Weedon, were a 
fourth Tune indicted for aſſaulting Fobn Wallfurd on 
the Highway, on the 4th of Janna laſt, and taking 
from thence a Peruke, a Hat and Cane; which was 
prov'd upon them by the Depoſition of Sarah Payne, 
and ſeveral concurring Circumſtances, a Hat, Wig and 
Canc being found in the Houſe, and ſwore to by the 
8 upon which they were both found Guilty.

FAMES SHERWOOD, alias Hobbs, 26 Years

and diſorderly Life, having been guilty not only of 
the four Facts for which he was convicted, but ſo many 
others, that it was not poſſible for his Memory to re. 
collect them; and when he was not out upon Purchaſe 
ſpent his remaining Hours in Whoring, Drink. 
ing, Curſing, and Blaſph:ming, and all manner 
of Exceſs of Riot. He ſaid, that he did his Duty in 
the Man of War to the Satisfaction of his Officers, and 


himſclf to any ſett''d State of Life, but lov'd beſt to be 
upon the Ramble, for although he was naturally of 
quick Underſtanding, yet he employ'd his naturally 
Endowments to nothing but the worſt of Purpoſes, 

I exhorted him to Repent ſincerely of his Sins, and 
particularly to thoſe hcnious ones, continued in for ſuc 
a long Tract of time, which had render'd him odiouste 
God, and deteſted by all good Men. Having been { 
deſperately wicked, although he knew other things pret 
ty well, yet he knew but little in religious Matters 
therefore I exhorted him in many Words to believe i 
Chriſt our Saviour; I inſtructed him in the general De 
ſign of the Chriſtian Sacraments, that he ſhould we 
his Affections from this World, to which he had bet 
wholly addicted, and ſettle them on the Things abo. 
where Chriſt fits et the Right Hand of God, he (hou 
employ the remainder of his Time in loving and ſervi_hy® 
God, and in ſeeking his Grace to enable him to Wer 
out his Salvation with Fear and Trembling ; 1 allot 
him, that as in the firſt Place, he muſt make vp 
Peace with God, fo alſo he maſt be at Peace with 
the World ; he turn'd very Bad upon ſome Diſconte 
or Anger he had receiv', yet he never ſtaid from Ch 
nel but once; ſome Days before he Dy'd, being fu 
Recover'd of his Health, he appear'd with great De 
tion at Pravers and other Duties. He declar'd him 
a true Penitent having been one of the greateſt of 9 
ners, that he believ'd to be ſav'd only through the 
rits of Jeſus Chriſt, and that he died in Peace 
all Mankind.

George Weedon, 22 Years of Age, born of honeſt Pa- 
rents, Who gave him good Education, inſtructing him 
in Chriſtian Principles, in Reading, Writing, and other 
things to fit him for Buſineſs in the World, When of 
age, his Mother bound him Apprentice to a Beok-binder, 
tt before his Time was out, upon ſome Miſcarriages, 
he left his Mafter. He ſtaid at Home for ſome Time and 
»hav'd indifferently well, but haunting Gin ſhops in a 
certain Place of the Town, he ſaid they prov'd his Ruin. 
For there it was he contracted Acquaintance with Chep. 
word, Hughs, and ſuch others who advis'd him to thoſe 
vile Courſes, which brought his fatal Misfortunes upon 
him. He particularly nam'd Sherwood to have induc'd 
him, by his wicked Perſuaſions, to engage in thoſe deſ- 
perite Coutſer, which brought *em all to a miſerable 
End, He lamented his having ſinn'd ſo much againſt 
Light, and good Inſtructions he had receiv'd in his younger 
Years, declaring that his Sin was double to that of others, 
who had not the like Opportunities of Improvement, 
having for Seven Years gone conſtantly and regularly to 
Church on Sundays, Weadneſdrys, and Fridays. 
ſad that it was to ſupply an infamons Woman with 
Money, that he undertook the breaking of Houſes and 
Sreet-Robberits, In the preceeding part of his Life 
he had not been ſo profoundly Wicked, as molt of theſe 
unhappy People are, although he had not been free from 
Vhoring, and ſometimes drinking to Exceſs. He declar'd

Buſineſs, after he had {pent ſometime that way, he went, 
to Sea, and was at Gihraltar, and on the Coaſt of Spain 
| laſt Year, and the Proceeding. When he left the Ship 
and came to London, betook himſelf to his old Shifts of 
Picking and Stealing He confeſs'd, that from his Child- 
hood, he had been a conſtant Pick Pocket of Handket- 
chiefs and ſuch little Things, but Watches he could ne- 
ver get at, for he ſaid there was a particular Dexterity 
in that Species of Theft, and it was to be perform'd only 
in a great Croud, or on ſome ſpecial Opportunity. He 
had been a diligent Thief in all ſmall Things he could 
Pick up, but never had engag'd to undertake conſider- 
able Robberies, till in Company at an Ale-Houſe with 
| Sherwood and TVeedon, and a fourth Perſon not yet ta- 
ken; they all engag'd in a Gang to Rob or Knock down 
ſuch Perſons as they wer in Meorefields, or other Places 
in the Town, and at other Times to break open Houſes, 
and to divide the Spoil equally, and Feaſt and Carouze 
together in their common Lodgings, at their infamous 
Landladics Rouſe, whether they all reſorted, and where 
within ten or twelve Days all taken. He {aid indeed, 
that it was not by the perſuaſion. of Sherwood, as George 
Weedon did, but that they all voluntarily, and with 
common Conſent agreed to Adventure upon theſe deſpe- 
rate Enterprizes. He declaring, that he ſincerely re- 
pented of his Miſpent Life, reſolving to become a new 
Creature, if he had been ſpar'd; dying in the Faith of 
being Sav'd, only thro' the Merits of Chri/?, and in Peace 
with all Mankind. 

Foſeph Barret, of St. Giles's in the Fields, was In- 
dicted for the Murder of his Son James Barret, Aged 
11 Years, by flinging him down, and giving him a mor- 
tal Bruiſe on the Left-{ide of the Head, of which he 
inſtantly Died. 

Foſeph Barret, (as he ſaid) Forty-two Years of Age, 
of honeſt, but poor Parents, who gave him little Edu. 
| cation, for he could not Read much, and knew but 
little of Religious Principles. When of Age, he was 

not put to any particular Trade, but wrought at Hus- 
| bandry, or any thing he could get to do in the Coun- 
try. Afterwards he paſt ſome Years at Sea, in Station 
of a Marine, and when he came Home and Married, 
he ſerv'd as a Labourer to Plaiſterers, and ſuch Trades- 
men. And ſaid, that he always liv'd Soberly and work 
moſt Laboriouſly for his Family; that the Son, of 
whoſe Murder he was Convided, was of a firſt Mar- 
riage, and turn'd moſt Extrivagant in wicked Courſ. 
any Boy of his Age; for ſome Weeks before he 55 
ſtaying out Night after Night, and ſometimes cqjging

he beg'd, or got Money from People and bought Gin with 
it, drirking till he appear'd worſe than a Beaſt, quite out 
of his Senſes, and that he was a moſt notorious Lyar, and 
withal, that he was of an obſtinare Temper, and Diſobe- 


dient to his Parents, Upon theſe, and ſuch like Accounts, 


he was forc'd to uſe the Rod of Correction againſt him in 
an extraordinary Manner, and for that purpoſe, prepar'd 
a Cat of Nir.:-Tails for his Chaſtiſement, as not being in 
any Danger of breaking Bones. I told him, that he had 
certainly been too Severe upon the Boy, and that gentler 
Methods might have been more proper for reducing him; 
the way of Correction he us'd, being the Puniſhment in- 
flicted upon Men of Age and Strength, on Board of Ships. 
He ſaid, that he never intended harm, but only to reclaim 
him (if poſſible) from his wild Courſes; and that any ex- 
ceſſive Correction was given him, proceeded from the Inſti- 
gation of his Wife, Mother-in-Law to the Deceas'd, who 
(it ſeems) did not Love the Child, and fo: the fpite ſhe 
bore him, loſt her Husband, and Ruin'd her Family, He re- 
fiected upon the Witneſſes, as not having Sworn true, in 
the Points of Fact, for which he was Convicted , particular- 
ly, that he did not Kick nor Strike the Child down, either 
below, or as he was coming up Stairs, and that he did not 
ſtamp upon his Head with his Foot in the Room, He be- 
liev'd, he had treated the Child too Severely, by Advice of 
kis Wife, without ahy Malice or Thought of wronging 
him. I told him, how Barbaruus it was to beat the Child, 
till his Arms and parts of his Body were iu a manner Cor- 
rupted with the Blows, when he faw him Indifpos'd, and 
ſcarce able to riſe from the Bed. He ſaid, that he was fo 
Snllen as not to tell him that he was Bad, and that he knew 
nothing of it. Upon the whole, he acknowledg'd that he 
had been Cruel in his Chaſtiſements; that he remeinber'd 
not his Kicking him on the Head with his Foot, which was 
the immediate Cauſe of his Death; he could not deny but 
that the Evidence had Sworn the Truth; only but ſaid, he 
had never corrected the Child but three Times in an extraor- 
dinary Manner, but that whatever Misfortunes happen'd, he 
had no Evil Intention. I exhorted him to Repent of all 
his Sins, and particularly, that unnatural and brutiſh Sin 

of killing his own Child. He appear'd to have been a very 
Ignorant, illeterate Fellow, and, as appears from the uſuage 
of his Child, of a Crucl, bratith Temper. He complain'd 
upon bis Wifes going into the Country, and doing nothing 

for him, after ſhe had expos'd herſelf and two young Chil- 
dren to the greateſt Hardſhips, by her foolith and inconſi— 
derate Advice, He declar'd himſelf truely Penitent for all 
his Sins, particularly the great Mistortune of Murdering his 
Son; that he behev'd in Chrilt his only Saviour, and Died 
in Peace with all the World. 

Richard Fones of St. Leonard Shoreditch, was Indicted for 
Breaking into the Honſe of  [homas M-1cher, on the 4th, of 
Fanuary laſt, in the Night Time. 

Richard Jones, about 22 Years of Ape, his Parents being 
Mean, had no Education at Schools, and was very Igno- 

rant of Chriſtian Pringiples. He apply lumfelf ro Coun 
tr Work, aud learn'd to make Bricks, winch Buſineſs 
Wien he followed, he got tis Bread very well, both for 
hi lf aud his Family. But the Lift Year (45 ne ſaid) pro

ving bad for making Bricks, he was put to many Hardſhiqy 


ſo that being out of Buſineſs and Idle, he betook himſelf to 


unlawful Shifts, and went in Company of Vagabonds ang 
little Thieves, who made it their Bufineſs to go up and 
down the Town, and to ſteal Lead from Gentlemens Houſeg 
in the Night Time. Excepting this, which was his commou 
Practice for a long time, and any ſmall Thing he could 
with eaſe, and when Opportunity offer'd, pick up and carry} 
away ; but (as he ſaid) never tock upon him to Rob Peg. 
ple in the Streets, or to Break Houſes, except in the ſingle 
Inſtance of which he was Convicted, He confeſs'd that he 
Broke into the Houſe, that finding but little Money in the 
Drawers, he would not take it; and being ſurpriz'd, he wag 
forc'd to drop or leave all the other Things he had taken. 
When I viſited him in the Cell, he was very attentive tof 
Prayers, and defſir'd good Inſtructions. His Wife was careful 
in attending him every Day, and brought him what Thing 
ſhe could get. _ | | 

He was a pitiful, ignorant Fellow, of a flow, dull Under! 
ſtanding. I endeavour'd to make him know fomethirg g 
Chriſtianity: That the great God of Heaven and Earth mad 
him; That Chriſt the Son of God died for us; that th 
Holy Ghoſt Sanctifies the elect People of God, I ſhow

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to him the Evil of Covetouſueſs, of his neglecting the 
Ordinances and Means of Salvation, which was the Cauſ: 
his groſs Ignorance : And fince he had thus deſpis'd God, 
had been left to himſelf to fall into thoſe capital Crime 
which had brought upon him all the Miſeries and Cala 
ties, together with a diſgraceful Death. He acknowlecg 
the Truth of all this, an an hearty Sorrow for an i 
ſpent Life; and having attain'd fowe 1i;tle knowledge, 
having ſome of the firſt Principles of Religion frequent 
incultivated upon him, declar'd that he believ'd 11: 14 
Chriſt, to be ſav'd thro' his Merits, that he ſincerely j 
pented of all his Sins, particularly thoſe heinous ons; f 
which the Judgement of God bad overtaken him; and 
died in Peace with all the World, |
